An Important Cabinet 
Meeting Was Held 
Yesterday. 


POSITION IS PLAIN 


Representatives of Various Govern- 
ments Interested Are Informed 
at the State Department 
of fhe Answers 
Prepared, 


ASHING®ON, September 21.—The 
United States government has 


full and complete an- 
swer to the various important in- 
quiries that have been addressed 
by it to the powers relative to the Chi- 
nese trouble. It has gone farther and 
has made a disclosure of all of its pur- 
poses. and, as a member of the adminis- 
tration puts it, it has thrown its hand 
open on the table. This action was taken 
after the cabinet meeting today and a 
luncheon at the white house that followed 
served to reduce the decision to the ulti- 
mate form. 

At 3:30 o’clock Minister Wu called by 
appointinent upon Acting Secretary Hill 
and was handed a memorandum em- 
bodving the resporse of the United States 
government te the request of 
Ching that Mr. Conger or some other 
person be immediately empowered to be- 
gin negotiations with the Chinese au- 
thorities for a final settlement. The min- 
ister came away with a dissatisfled ex- 
pression upon his face. Next came M. 
Thiebaut, the French charge. A few 
minutes’ conversation sufficed to impart 
to him orally, just as he had made his 
own inquiry. the answer to it. 

Then Baron Sternberg, the German 
charge, who had been notified of the read- 
iness of the state department to make 
answer to the German note, called and 
was given that answer. He hastened 
away to cable it to hws government, 

The department then sent the answer 
to the Russian inquiry, forwarded by 
messenger and directed cablegrams con- 
taining the substance of the answers to 
its diplomatic representatives abroad. 
Thus closed one of the most interesting 
and important phases of the Chinese en- 


tanglement. 

The state department absolutely re- 
fused to make any statement as to the 
nature of the answers, taking the ground 
qi to do so would be a violation of the 


made 


plomatic proprieties. However, as it 

as calculated that all of these answers 
will have reached their destinations 
abroad by tomorrow, it was promised 
that the text of the communication should 
be given to the press tomorrow after- 
noon. The ministers and charges who 
received the messages here, adopted the 
same secretive attitude. The president 
himself. it seems, had given instruction 
that every effort should be made to main- 
tain secrecy in this matter until the offi- 
cial disclosure. : 

With all this. it is known that the Ger- 
man proposal that negotiations with Chi- 
na be deferred until the Chinese respon- 
sible for the Pekin outrages have been 
surrendered to the allies, has failed of 
approval by our government. The decli- 
nation has been conveyed in a manner 
that cannot give offense, but it is be- 
lieved that the United States government 
cannot recognize the principle that a 
country may be called upon to surrender 
its own citizens to a foreign power, or 
powers for punishment. The government 
does not relinquish the idea of the ulti- 
mate punishment of the offenders when 
they are properly identified, but it does

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| HUNTINGTON ESTATE 1S 
WORTH FIFTY MILLIONS 


New York, September 21.—The inherit- 
ance tax on Collis P. Huntington's estate 
will amount to more fan $200,000, In an 
estimate prepared fo. Comptroller Coler 
and submitted te State Comptroller Gil- 
man today, it appeared that the trans- 
fer charge on specific bequests alone 
would amount to $90,000, 

No appraiser has been named for the 
huge estate, and the real valuation of the 
enormous fortune left by Mr. Hunting- 
ton will not be known positively for 
eighteen months, the limit allowed for fil- 
ing appraisement reports. 

It is estimated by those familiar with 
the affairs of Mr. Huntington that his 
estate is worth $50,000,000. The widow, 
Arabella D. Huntington, for’ her share 
will have to pay a death tax of $16,000 
if the estimate stands, and Harry E. 
Huntington, a nephew, about $45,000, his 
share being assessed at about 5 per cent, 
while Mrs. Huntington’s is but 1 per 
cent. 

On the $1,000,000 left in trust for the 
Princess Hatzfelt there will be a death 
tax of $10,000. 

Archer M. Huntington, adopted son, wil] 
have to pay on the $250,000 left in trust, 
$2,500. while Edward H. Pardee, another 
nephew, will be charged with $5,000 on 
his share of the estate. 

The principal specific bequests of Mr. 
Huntington will aggregate $30,000,000. 
There is no means of determining the 
residuary estate. This will be the work 
for the appraiser. There will be a heavy 
death tax on this feature of the fortune. 


NOT HOLDING COTTON; 
FARMERS ARE SELLING IT 


Montgomery, Ala., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-The Cotton Growcrs’ Association, 
organized for the purpose of inducing 
planters ito hold their: cotton fur better 
prices, has not been a success so far. The 
high price at which it has been selling 
has been taken advantage of by the 
farmers in this section, and most of it 
which has been brought in has been sold 
from the wagons,

This meeting was held yesterday, and 
gave out the following as the result of 
their investigation: 

“As requested, we have made it our 


special duty to earefully examine the con- 
ditions of the crops in our respective 
neighborhoods, and obtained all the avall- 
able reliable information from every 82c- 
tion of the state. From what we could 
see and learn, we are forced to the con- 
clusion that the crops, especially the cot- 
ton crop, is by far the lightest yield in 
twenty years. We estimaic the yield of 
cotton 20 per cent less than last year, and 
more than 65 per cent less than that of 
1898 and 1899. The increased acreage and 
great amount of fertilizer used has been 
almost completély overcome by the rain, 
grass, heat and rust.” 

They further report, ‘That in their best 
judgment the crop of 1900-1901 will be half 
million bales less than last year, and that 
where the cotton has been picked over, in 
their opin‘on, they are gathering three- 
fourths of what it will make at first 
picking.” 

The repost closes with “‘an appeal to all 
farmers, in view of tke short crop, to 
hold their cotton wntil the 15th of Oc. 
tcber, unless they get 12% cents for it. 
By that time it will be proven, ard the 
world can see, that the crop of 100y-1901 
will not reach nine million bales.’

BRATTON TELLS THE STORY: 


His Wife Confessed Her Unfaithful- 
ness—Widow of Brown Has 
Letters of Mrs. Bratton 
Written to Her 
Husband. 


Columbia. 8. C., September 21.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The mystery about the assassina- 
tion of Harry A. Brown, the Englishman 
who was shot in his bed at Rock Hill a 
week ago, has been cleared. Paul R. 
Bratton was arrested on the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury, charged with the kill- 
ing. 

John §. Bratton, the younger brother, 
makes the statement that he _ killed 
Brown because he had ruined his home. 
Paul Bratton accompanied his brother 
to Rock Hill, but says he took no hand 
in the shooting. 

Mrs. Brown, widow of the murdered 
man. corroborates John Bratton’s state- 
ment so far as the devotion of her hus- 
band to Mrs. Bratton is concerned. She 
when she was going to 
Winthrop college, she says, and both 
her husband and herself visited her at 
Yorkville. On one of his trips to York- 
ville. without his wife, Brown was in- 
jured. He was taken to Bratton’s house 
and nursed to health. It was then, says 
Mrs. Brown. that the fatal attachment 
ripened. 

Mrs. Bratton was confronted with evi- 
dence of her unfaithfulness and confess- 
ed to her husband. She then wrote 
Brown to elope with her and save beth 
their lives. By the next mail she begged 
him to fly. He did not heed the warning 
and the same night was killed in his own 
house. 

Mrs. Brown has placed these letters in 
the bank subject to the solicitor’s orders.

Defendant's Mother 
Cries as He Makes 


Statement. 


Story of the Crime, as Dis- 
closed in the Confession 
of Walden—Verdict 
and Sentence. 


Tennille, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
Jere Walden was convicted of the mur- 
der of George Dixon, in Johnson county 
superior court, this morning. Immedi- 
ately he was sentenced to the penitenti- 
ary life. Many people will hear of 
the verdict with amazement. At first it 
would seem that he should have received 


for 


the death sentence. 

The killing Dixon 
most atrock 
ed in the annals of the criminal history 
of this country. Dixon was asleep in his 
own house, in his own bed, when Walden, 
by his own confession, crept from an ad- 
joining bed in the same room and deliv- 
blow with an ax that 
death. Walden had been criminally inti- 
mata with the wife of Dixon. They had 
plotted to kill on several occasions, but 
were thwarted in the plans by insur- 
mountable obstacles. Only a week prior 
to the murder they were to have killed 
him and then eloped. They could not 
raise the necessary money, however, and 
gave it up, only to form another plot. 
On the night on which the murder was 
committed both of them went to the 
house of a neighbor to administer to a 
sick child. While returning they planned 
the murder. Dixon was awake when they 
entered the room in which were beds oc- 
cupied by all the family, including three 
children, the eldest being a girl of twelve 
years. Dixon soon fell asleep again. 

Walden and Mrs. Dixon saw to it that 
none of the children were awake. This 
was the propitious time. An ax had been 
previously left at the door next to Dix- 
on’'s bed. Walden took it and delivered 
a blow on the stomach. Dixon awoke 
with a groan and in his efforts to repel 
his murderers managed to pull himself 
back in the bed. Under these circum- 
stances this heartless pair, each in their 
turn, hit him again and again until he 
was but a mass of blood and bruises 
from head to foot. : 

Walden, at the bidding of the woman, 
then hid the ax in the woods across the 
road. On two previous occasions the wo- 
man had pleaded with Walden to kill her 
On the afternoon of July 22d 
she saw her husband coming across the 
top of a hill, after his day’s work. She 
“presented a loaded shotgun to Dixon 
and said to him. “Here, go shoot him 
as he passes into the woods. Nobddy 
will ever know who did the deed.” Dixon 
refused. This, in substance, is the con- 
fession that Walden made to Clerk An- 
thony, of the superior court of Johnson 
county, a few days after the killing. 

Hon. John R. Cooper of Macon, who 
defended Walden, made objection to the 
introduction of the confession. The jury 
Was Wiiudrawn and argument was had. 
Cooper contended that the confession, un- 
der the evidence of the clerk, was not 
admissible, as it hud not been made free 
and voluntary. Fear or the hope of re- 
ward had prompted the boy to make it. 
Mr. Cooper put his case upon the decision 
of Justice White, of the supreme court of 
the United States, and -made a passionate 
and eloquent argument to sustain it. 
Judge Evans allowed the confession to go 
before the jury as prima facie evidence,

Walden’s Statement. 

Walden’s statement to the jury was 
most remarkable. It was coolly and 
calmly made and showed that both him- 
self and the guilty woman were of the 
lowest order of moral degenerates. For 
criminality it has had no equal any- 
where in this county. The story of the 
improper relations between them, as well 
as his story of her own acknowledgment 
of -hher unfaithfulness to her husband and 
the evil she had unsuccessfully endeav- 
ored to implant in the heart of her inno- 
cent and youthful daughter, made her 
but little better than a fiend incarnate. 
As Walden told of his depravity his poor 
olf mother wept as though her heart 
would break. Between the sentences of 
his statement her sobbings could be plain- 
ly heard. 

“My mother, who sits. there,”’ 
Walden, “taught me to be honest 
tell the truth. I am going to do it, so 
help me God. 
der Mrs. Dixon came to my bed. 
aroused me and said: ‘Dixon is asleep. 
It is the time to kill him.’ ‘I don't want 
to kill.-Uncle G.,’ as I called 
said. ‘He has done me no _ harm.’ 
*Well,’ said Mrs. Dixon, ‘if you do not 
kill him, I will kill you, or, worse than 
that, I will yell. If Dixon awakes and 
finds you, he will slay you like a dog.’ 
Believing my life was in danger, gentle- 
men, I killed him.’’

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LETTER TO CONSTITUTION 
FOUND ON FLOOD VICTIM 


Out of the greater tragedy of the Gal- 
veston horror, in which the livess of 
thousands were lost, comes the tragedy of 
a single life, of Silas J. L. Yarbrough, of 
Gaylesville, Ala., on whose body was 
found a letter addressed to The Constitu- 
tion, containing a to his 
wife and children and a final plea of in- 
nocence to the charge of murder which 
he says was brought against him in 
Alabama. 

From the nature of the communication 
found on the person of Silas Yarbrctgh, 
the handwriting of the deceased and the 
straightforward statement of the man 
who found the body of the Alabama 
fugitive, there is every reason to believe 
that no deception was or is intended, and 
that the bcdy with the accompanying 
letter, was found as stated by the person 
signing himself <{‘A Brother.’’ 

The following letter, inclosed with the 
one from Silas Yarbrough, was contained 
in The Constitution’s mail yestcrday 
morning: 

“Editor Constitution—I was in Galves- 
ton on September lith, and witnessed the 
scene of destruction. I saw a man lyiiug 
out to himself. I saw on him a square 
and compass, and as fe was a brother, I 
Was anxious to know who he was, I 
searched him and found in his purse one 
dollar, a dime, a penny and this note, 
which explains {tself.

I am not 
guilty of murder. : 
“SILAS J. L. YARBROUGH.” 
The letter from the man who is repre- 
sented as having been one of the victims 
of the Galveston flvod indicates from the 
handwriting that the writer was not 
wholly without education. In the terri- 
ble condition in which Galveston finds it- 
self at present, thousands of opportuni- 
ties would be presented for the man who 
has reason to wish himéelf forgotten to 
undertake to represent himself as being 
among the victims of the flood. Every 
circumstance, however, would lead ene 
to believe that the above case is nol one 
of that character, but in reality a tragedy 
that found its termination in the most 
awful cataclism of the century. 
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that during the night the officer in 
charge was given several drinks of whis- 
ky, from the effects of which he was 
soon soundly sleeping, and while he 


the sheriff the whisky 
drops as a sure producer of sound sleep. 
Other rumors have it that the sheriff or 
his deputies were bribed. 

Mrs. Dixon was captured today at 2 
o'clock. She was found secreted between 
two feather beds at her brother in law’s 
residence, some nine miles from Wrights- 
ville. 

It appears that in making her escape 
from the prison room in which she was 
locked she was sufficiently cunning 
to lock the sleeping officer in. There are 
many conflicting rumors as to the means 
of her escape. One is that the sheriff 
was bribed to release the woman: The 
judge has had placed under arrest all the 
officers connected with the escape. 

Rumor also has it that the woman was 
released for the purpose of lynching her 
and that she had been lynched, but there 
is not the slightest foundation for the 
truth of any such reports. 

Mrs. Dixon's trial will commence to- 
morrow. She has lost what Mttle ‘sym- 
pathy she had in her effort to escape. 
She will be defended by Judge J. K. 
Hines, of Atlanta, assisted by Colonel 
Kent, of Wrightsville.

Names of Twenty-Five or Thirty

County List. 


Savannah, Ga., September 21—{Spe 
eial.)—The police in city have been 
notified of the escape from the peniten- 
tiary camp at Fargo, . of five long- 
term convicts, all of WHom were sent up 
from this county. Four ‘of the convicts 
were in for ordinary crimes,: but one of 
them was Jamés Buncomb, <he negtc 
who was given a life sentence for the 
murder of His brother. The authorities 
are on the lookout for them, and, as they 
are all old offenders, they will easily be 
picked up if they should come this way. 

Purging Registration List. 

The work of purging the county regis- 
tration lists.for the coming state clection 
is nearing a close. The registrars have 
thrown out some twenty-five or thirty 
rames of dead men which were found on 
the books. Other names have been 
scratched off the list for various causes, 
but the percentage of those thrown out 
is small. Chatham county will still have 
more thin 5,000 qualified voters when the 
registrars get through with their work. 

Suffering from Blight. 

It is reported by a party Who has made 
lgome recent observations through the 
sea island cotton belt, that the crop over 
a large section of territory appears to be 
suffering from blight. Especially is this 
true, he states, in Liberty county, where 
it is feared there will not be move than 
half a crop made. The excessive rains 
the first of the season, followed by long 
hot days in August, appear to have pre- 
vented the crop from producing what it 
shomld. In some sections the planters 
are expecting a two-thirds crop, while in 
others a half a crop is the best that is 
looked for. However, an increased acre- 
age has been planted, ard the total yield 
will probably be nedrly as.large, if not 
quite, as that of last year. 

Receiving Their Vouchers. 

Savannah volunteer soldiers who “did 
time” for Uncle Sam during the recent 
unpleasantness with Spain are beginning 


to receive vouchers for the month’s extra 


pay allowed them by aet of congress. 
There was, of course, a long list of vol- 
unteers to be paid, and it has requircd a 
long time to straighten the matter out. 
Captain W. E. Carey, adjutant of the 
First infantry, was a lleutenant in the 
First Georgia during the war, and he has 
done much toward securirg this extra 
pay for those who were entitled to it. It 
is probable that more than $2,000 will be 
distributed among the _ex-soldiers in 
Savannah alone. Already about one- 
quarter of this amount “has been receiv- 
ed, and the boys feel as if they had pick- 
ed up the money in the street. 
Negro Washerwomen Strike. 

A unique and extraordinary strike is 
reported from Lyons? G4a., on the Georgia 
and Alabama railroad. Ht-.is stated that 
all of the washerwomé@n there have gone 
on a strike as the result of an election 
there the other day. Somehow or other, 
the negro women got hold of the idea 
that the election meant the white people 
were going io mortgagg@ the property 
owned by the negroes fof the purpose of 
building a school for white children. On 
Wednesday, therefore, the negro women, 
especially the washerwomen, quit work, 
the latter carrying home all the clothes 
in the same condition as when they got 
them on Monday: Under the circum- 
stances they said they did not intend to 
wash for the white people any longer.

The idea of a tommission to adjust the 
difficulties with China is again brought 
forward. and it is suggested that such 
a commission on the part of the United 
States may either form part of the joint 
international commission. which it 1s 
hoped will be appointed for this purpose, 
or in the event of the failure of the ef- 
fort to secure joint action, then the mem- 
bers can go and deal directly with China 
The names of Minister

DEFENSE RESTS 
N HOWARD CASE 


Rebuttal Testimony Will Probably 
~ Be Concluded by Noon 


ARGUMENT BEGINS MONDAY 


Character of Ex-Deputy Sheriff Stub- 
blefield, of Clay County, Is At- 
tacked by Witnesses for the 
Defense During Day’s 
Proceedings. 


Frankfort. Ky., September 21.—The dc- 
fense rested its testimony in the casé 
of James Howard at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. 
tion were heard in :ebuttal this after- 
fioon and the rebuttal will probably be 
‘eorjcluded by noon tomorrow. Argument, 
however. will not begin till Monday morn- 
ing and the case will likely reach the jury 
some time Tuesday. Severai. witnesses 
were introduced by the defense this af- 
ternoon attacking the character of James 
Stubblefield. the Clay county ex-deputy 
sheriff. who testified that Howard con- 
fided to him that he fired the shot that 
killed Goebel. Others of Stubblefield’s 
neighbors testified for the prosecution In 
rebuttal on this point and pronounced 
him a man of good reputation. 

Judge J. L. Elliston and County Clerk 
Miller. of Kenton county, testified this 
afternoon to seeing Jim Howard on the 
night of January 3th. Judge Elliston 
was in the Board of Trade hotel, where 
Howard claims to have been at the time 
of the shooting, and Elliston swore that 
no one was in the hotel office, and that 
he did not see Howard on the way to the 
state capitol. ¢ 

R. S. Hearne, ex-deputy warden of the 
penitentiary, testified that Jim Howard 
called at the prisom on the afternoon of 
January 30th and had a talk with Con- 
vict Wood. of Clay county. His recol- 
lection wes Howard had mustache. Ed 
George corroborated this as to Howard's 
visit there. but could not remember 
whether he had a mustache. Both said 
Howard spoke of the tragedy and con- 
demned the assassin. Howard himseif, 
then on the stand, said he could not re- 
member whether he called on Wood Jan- 
uary 30th. 

J. Cc. Beatty. of Breathitt county, was 
introduced for the purpose of impeaching 
Witness Robinson, of the defense. He 
had heard. Robinson on many occasions 
tell of seeing Goebel fall when he was 
shot. but about a month ago he said Rob- 
inson came to him and told him he did 
not see the tragedy, but was at the ho- 
tel with Howard, 

Colonel Owens at this juncture put in 
evidence a copy of the act of the legis- 
lature appropriating $100,000 for the ¢on- 
viction of the murderers of Governor Goe- 
bel. The prosecution offered no osobjec- 
tion and Attorney Owens réad to the jury 


the resolution of the reward commission, 


providing for the payment of rewards 
on conviction. 

Representatives on both sides fn the 
Howard case admit that a good deal of 
bad blood is being engendered between 
the mountain friends and enemies of 
Howard as a result of the trial. Those 
who know the relations cf the two fac- 
tions say it is nearly certain to result in 
reopening the feuds. In this connection 
it is noted that killings have been fre- 
corded to the credit of various witnesses 
who have testified in the Howard case, 
not counting shootings and suspected 
cases of which. there were no prosecu- 
tions.

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THE ISTHMIAN BOUNDARY 
DISPUTE CONSIDERED 


An international dispute of long stand- 
ing, involving large tracts of land on tiie 
American jsthmus, and in some sense tlie 
interests of the United States, aus just 
been settled by arbitration. I allude, of 
course, to the decision made by the presi- 
dent of the French republic, as arbitrator 
in the boundary dispute between Colom- 
bia and Costa Rica. 

The boundary lHne in question was be- 
tween the state of Panama, one of th? 
constituent common'’vealtns Of the Co- 
lombian federal union, and the soi thern 
edge of the republic of Costa Rica. The 
line claimed by Costa Rica extended on 
the Atlantic side to the island of Escudo 
de Veragua and the river Chiriqui, ara 
on the Pacific side to the east of Pcint 
Burica. The boundary ciaimed by Co- 
iombia extended westward of Point Bu- 
rica into the gulf of Dulee, and on the 
opposite side of the isthmus across the 
Chingqui lagoon so as to jnclude’ al] tue 
small islands beyond this lagoon. bot 
parties supported tho claim by appeals 
to the old Spanish colonial Maps and 
documents; but in reality there was ncver 
any well-defined boundary between the 
two colonies, nor was one ever agreed 
upon after they became independent of 
Spain early the present century. 

The line now established by the referee 
does not pretend to follow either his- 
torical or traditional boundaries, but foi- 
lows the “middle distance” rule laid down 
by Martins, and thus constitutes a com- 
promise pure and simple. It divides Point 
Burica between the two claimants, ana 
places the Colombian frontier boundary 
considerably nothward (or, more accurate- 
ly speaking, westward) of the line on the 
old maps; while on the Atlantic side the 
Colombian frcntier is so extended as to 
divide the outlying ftsiands claimed by 
both contestants. 

This slightly increases the territortal 
area of Colombia on the isthmus, and 
there is 'ikely to be some dissatisfaction 
on the part of Costa Rica in consequence. 
But the decision is fina, and _ will, of 
course, be respected. It is of more conse- 
quence that a long and acrimonious dis- 
pute has been amicably adjusted, with- 
out material loss +o either party, and 
without loss of prestige to either, than 
that both should boast of having got “the 
ard it is a matter 
of congratulation that the two republics 
should have thus added another striking 
illustration of the practicability of inter- 
national arbitration. 

It is, however, to be regretted that this 
case should add another instance illus- 


European over American arbitrators, 
While professing adhesion to the princt- 
ples of the Monroe dictrine, and ever 
ready to appeal to it when they fancy 
their rights have been invaded by some 
European power, they nevertheless 
dom fail to carry their own differences 
before an European rather than w an 
American tribural. The controversy be- 
tween the Argentine Republic and the 
Repubic of Chile is now under arbitra- 
tion by Great Britain. Spain is acting as 
arbitrator in a dispute between Colombia 
and Ecuador. -Peru has referred her dis- 
pute with Bolivia to an European cabinet. 
The disputed boundary between Colombia 
and Venezuela was decided by Spain near- 
ly nine years ago. bit the award has 
never been fully executed. The Swiss 
Confederation is made the referee in a 
vexatious case between Venezuela and a 
French coiony. And, singularly enough, 
France is made the referee in a disputed 
boundary on the isthmus, where a French 
company sought control of a projected 
inter-oceanic canal, 

Briefly stated, the history of this last 
ramed case is as follows:

In 1897 a conm- 
vention was signed making the president 
of the French republic the arbitrator, 

Our treaty of 1846 with Colombia giar- 
antees to that republic the sovereignty of 
the isthmus of Panama; and when the 
first arbitration treaty was signed, Mr. 
Blaine, then secretary of state, addressed 
to the government of Colombia a some- 
what vigorous note protesting against any 
arbitration treaty which decided the fate 
of territory over wnoich the United States 
had, in virtue of prio: tfeaties, long 
claimed and exercised a protectorate. 
Throughout the whole negotiations, and 
again in 1893 and 1894, the United States 
made an effort to secure arbitration, first 
by some American tribunal, and, later 
on, to continue the arbitration by Spain. 
Both propositions were rejected in terms 
which plainly indicated a desire on the 
part of Colombia and Costa Rica to show 
that the United States had no right or 
prior privilege in the matter. 

That the position of the United States 
in these matters has been misunderstood, 
or its action misinterpreted, by our Latin 
American neighbors is manifest; and the 
sooner these misconceptions are correct- 
ed the better. ed 

It should be remembered that the United 
States has merely adhered to a principle 
promulgated by President Monroe in 1823; 
and that in the Alaska boundary dispute. 
we consistently maintained that a ques= 
tion relating to an American boundary 
ought to be decided by an American tfi- 
bunal. We maintained the same tLOosi- 
tion with respect to the Guayana boun- 
dary dispute of 1896. But somehow, and 
for some reason not very manifest, this 
principle, as thus interpreted, does not 
seem to nave commended itself to Span- 
ish-American countries; and their feel- 
ings in regard top the subject is not likely 
to be chunged by the Pan-Spanisn-. 
American congress which is about to be 
held in Madrid. It is unfortunate that 
this feeling should exist: more wunfor- 
tunate still that it should be manifestet 
in some of the official dispatches ac- 
cepting the invitation to that conferenc?; 
and that no systematic effort should have 
been made, on the part of our govern- 
ment, to correct these false impressions 
as to our ultimate purpose with respect to 
cur Latin American neighbors.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


To the Cotton Growers. 


Editor Constitution—It has heretofore been 
claimed, and with good reason, too, that Eng- 
land has dictated to America the price it 
Should receive for its cotton crop, but we 
must remember that heretofore England has 
been misled as to the yield of cotton in this 
country, and now since they have discovered 
that Neill has been ‘‘talking through his hat,” 
or that they have been checkmated, they are 
willing to pay us a reasonable price for 
cotton and are doing so, but they are fast find- 
ing out that the American buyers are buying 
our crop at a larger price than they are pay- 
ing and are unloading it on them. They heard 
and read go much of the Americsn buyers’ 
complaint of their setting the price of the 
staple that they calculated that when they 
went Into the market at a fair and reasonable 
price the American buyers would hail 
with delight their change of front and would 


pay as much for it as they would, but they now’ 


find that America will not stand by them in 
their change of sentiment and is itself reaping 
the benefits and leaving the farmer in tio 
better fix than they. This but emphasizes my 
proposition that We showid arrange wiin nog- 
land to buy our cotton direct. . Another year 
we will do so without doubt and we may be 
able even this year to-do so for the balance of 
our crop and I am sure that any steps in 
that direction will but benefit our farmers. 

With cotton in Liverpool at 15 cents, it 
should sell here today at 13% to I4 cents, 
whereas only 10% is being paid. I ask again, 
where does this difference go? Surely not in 
the pockets of the men who raise the staple, 
men who by the sweat of their brow made 
it, but it goes into the insatiate maw of the 
cotton speculator of this country, whose brow 
only moistens when the tide turris against him. 
Let it not be claimed again that England dic- 
tates to America the price of its great staple 
crop, for if it did cottom would today bring 
13% to 14 cents, and not 10% cents, as is now 
being paid by our American buyers. 

America cannot claim with any justice that 
the price England pays is exorbitant, for 
this year at least, as !t has cost the farmer 
this year almost double what it has cost him 
heretofore. With the rains in the early spring 
to retard planting, the floods later on which 
destroyed much they had planted, and the 
continuous rains which made grassy the young 
Plants, the necessary extraordinary expensive 
hoeing which it required, to free some of it 


of this grass, the continued standing up in the. 


stalls of the stock, eating their heads off, oc- 
casioned by the lands being too wet to plow, 
and hoeing costing about eight times as much 
as plowing and the long drought and excessive 
heat following the wet weather, causing shed- 
ding and the premature opening of bolls, thus 
requiring two botis to make what one bol! 
Ordinarily makes, the inferior labor and scarce, 
to, at that, it took to make even at a higher 
price our crop, the high price of iron and 
steel for our plows, meat (which we have not 
as yet learned to raise) to supply our farms 
being almost double the price of two years 
ago—it is nothing but right but that we should 
now expect a much higher price tor our prad- 
uct than in former yerrs, and when it is 
consigered that before the Ist day of July next 
not & bale of cotton will be in sight, even 
at double the price it is now selling at, we 
do not consider that England even is paying 
us enough for our crop, though some of us 
may be forced to sell at the present prices. 

The mills in this country claim that they 
cannot pay more for cotton than 10 cents. Why 
is it that England can pay {5 cents. and 
America only 10 cents? Will the difference in 
labor offset it? I think not. Why do not the 
mills now raise the price of their product? 

This could be done easy enough but they 
are not going to do it until they have bought 
up all the cotton they can at the present low 
prices, and after that, then we will hear from 
them. Why do they refuse to sell their goods 
mow at present prices six months ahead un- 
less they contemplated a move of the kind 1 
menticn? The merchants of this country (of 
America) should lay in at once a big supply 
of manufactured goods in advance of the 
edvar.ce that ‘s sure to come. They should 
not only do that, but they should bry spots 
and hold them and séll hereafter to the mills 
or exchange them for ‘nanufactured goods. 

If the merchaats of the south and those of 
the east shoull buy now a three or six months’ 
stock of manufactured goods and «a three 
mcrths’ supply of raw cotton. as they should 
do. the greatest prosperity wou'd follow. Not 
only would they make ‘‘big money,’’ but the 
mill men would, and the cotton planter wonld 
make it, anil who kno vs how to spend money 
micre freely than the cotton planter, and all 
of this then would again go into circulation 
and this country (I mean America) would blos- 
som. like a rose. The mills would run on full 
time, the operatives would have money to 
spend, the mills would be prosperous, the mer- 
chents likewise, and the farmer and his labor 
would feel in a humor to spend, and would 
clothe themselves better. and buy more of the 
Iuxtries to eat, and drink and read: there 
would not be an enterprise in this vast coun- 
try of ours, and I might say England, for how 
much of American money is annuaily spent in 
E:.giand, that would rot feel the effects of 
the prosperity of the merchants and laborers 
of America. 

I will again state, and with extra emphasis 
if pcesibiece, that it is a suicidal policy to cripple 
and trample under feet the farming industry 
of a country, anl any country that pursues 
sich a policy is doomed. 

Until there was a “let up’’ in 
land of ours we, too. lived from ‘hand to 
mo.th’’ and from ‘‘pillar to post,’’ but right 
has at last prevailed and tcday the south is 
the most progressive section of the world, 
an’ its farmers the most independent. and an- 
other year will find -hem more so. They have 
thrown off the yoke of serfdom and once more 
stend in our midst as ‘‘monarchs of all they 
sirvey,’’ and will not be led to slaughter as 
they have been in the rast 

Make the farmers of this countrv—the cot- 
ton growers and the wheat and corn growers — 
incependent, and the United States willbe in- 
deyerdent. Throttle them and make th®m the 
serfs that they were, and an army from its 
ranks would not have the nerve to meet a 
provost guard from an enemy. No one could 
blame them, for who“vould have the nerve to 
fight for a country that denied them support 
and sought to throttle them on -very hand.

A Crime Too Common. 
Wesley Hearn, one of the richest and 
most prominent negroes in the state of 
Florida, has just been convicted of the 
crime of accessory to a felony and sen- 
tenced to six months in the penitentiary 
and to pay a fine of $800. The fact that 
Hearn belongs to what is looked upon as 
the better class of negroes, together with 
the peculiar nature of his crime, make 
his case one of particular interest to stu- 
dents of the race question. The crime 
for which he was convicted was that of 
aiding a felon to escape punishment. 
Henry Hicks, a negro, burned a house 
which belonged to Hearn and he was sen- 
tenced and sent to the penitentiary for 
life. After conviction he _ stated that 
Hearn had employed him to fire the 
dwelling for the .purpose of defrauding 
the insurance company and that he 
(Hicks) was to have a part the in- 
surance money. Hearn’'s trial, owing to 
his prominence, created a great deal of 
interest and he was finally convicted on 
the count in the indictment whnicno ac- 
cused him of aiding a felon to escape.

The circular, which is 
the size of a newspaper, will be sent out 
in a few days by the committee to 26,000 
of the merchants doing business in the 
interior towns of Louisiana, Texas, 
Arkansas,, Mississippi, Alabama _ and 
Florida. There is held out to them the 
inducement of a free railroad or steam- 
boat trip to New Orleans. where they 
ean lay in their fal! stocks of goods ata 
much greater saving to them than would 
be the case if they made their purchases 
elsewhere, 


Emigrants Wanted. 

A movement is on foot to bring about 
from the farming districts of 
Ohio and Michigan to Tennessee in order 
to locate a colony on the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis. White Bluff, in 
Dickson county, is the point selected for 
this venture. The idea eof establishing 
the colony was evolved by Colonel J. B. 
Killebrew,. of Nasnaville, the immigrant 
agent of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, who is taking vigorous steps to 
push the movement. 

The scheme is to secure about 4,000 acres 
near White Bluff, which will be the nu- 
cleus of a town.

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REV. C. M. BECKWITH TELLS 
OF THE STORM SUFFERERS 


Of the seyera! letters that have reached 
Atlanta tellimg of the recent Galveston 
storm none &are more interesting than that 
which wag received Thursday by R. C. 
DeSqussure from Rev. C. M. Beckwith, 
a kinsman of the late Bishop Beckwith, of 
this diocese.’ . 

Dr. Beckwith was not in Galveston at 
the time of the storm, being in the west- 
ern portion of Texas, but he reached the 
wrecked city a few days iater. His let- 
ter deals mainly with the condition of the 
people, 

Dr. Beckwith, under date of September 
15th. wrote Mr. DeSaussure as follows: 

‘When the storm came I was in western 
Texas, 200 miles west of Fort Worth. I 
managed to get to the city on the first 
incoming train. That was Wednesday. 
Houston is fifty miles away. We left 
Houston at 7:30 a. m. and got to Galves- 
ton at 2 o’clock, traveling al] the time. 
You oan imagine the condition of the 
tracks, The nearest point we could reach 
by rail was Texas City, across the bay 
from Galveston. The Mghts on the way 
warned us what to expect. For every 
house that was Standing @ score were 
leveled and nothing left to mark the spot 
Save a post Or a span of fencing. I saw 
& good-sized steam launch lying high on 
the prairfe ten miles from the gulf. The 
scenes at Texas City were sad enough. I 
do not remember the semblance of but 
one house there and a portion of a wind 
mill. A large dredge boat we passed when 
we were a mile from the bay and lying 
in three feet of water was an ocean 
steamer. “fee. 

“I saw three of these stranded in shal- 
low water and standing as fentinel to 
mark not only the violence ofthe storm. 
hut the changing flerceness of the wind. 
AS we crossed the bay and approached 
the city the story could be read. Buildings 
such as the postoffice and the new depot, 
that hefore could not be seen save the 
topmost roof, were the first structures to 
meet the eye. Everything between these 
and the bay was swept. Great columns 
of biack smoke were rising at various 
quarters to make the funeral pyres of the 
dead, for it was here. that the bodies 
Were being burned. Such a sight as met 
my eye no mortal tongue could describe. 

““My wife and boy were in Abilene and 
I had only one sister in the city. From 
the paper accounts, written by men who 
had made their way from the island. I 
felt sure that my ¢gister was safe, and I 
really was not aware of the strain I was 
under till I was told ‘Miss Kate Is safe.’ 
[ then broke down. My way from the 
wharf into and through the city was 
over broken and twisted lum of busi- 
mess houses that had been destroved. I 
was looking for my sister and only 
passed in sight of the home, for I knew 
she wag not there. 

“The rectory was standing and has 
since proven not to have suffered much 
Save in shattered windows and in the 
roof, The church is a wreck. I can give 
you no idea. I Nave been twice over the 
ruins and this afternoon I spent four 
hours in a buggy with a horse that could 
go through any opening. When we came 
to a standstill I walked and climbed. The 
destruction is over the whole city and yet 
the werst of it is on the gulf side. The 
whole western position of the city from 
gulf to bay is Swept. You may Say not 
a house is left, for the half a dozen that 
remain in as many square miles are 
but twisted shells caught after floating 
from their foundations. 

“The main part of the city is from 
Sixth to Forty-first streets running north 
and south wif avenues running east and 
west. Start at Avenue O and count O, 
Ote, P, P4e and so on up to Avenue U. The 
shattered timbers of all these awenues are 


piled wp on Avent O. You may say for 
the ful] length of the city from east to 
‘west from ten to twelve avenues are 
stripped of their houses and the broken 
timbers are Diled up thirty and forty feet 
back from the gulf. Not the vestige of 
a building is left. Not a chimney. Where 
handsome brick mansions stood not a 
brick is left. You may find a broken 
bathtub or you may see a sewing ma- 
chine, but nothing More. I mean the 
ground covering this area is as clean as 
if it had been scraped and swept and then 
fresh sand had been sprinkled over the 
surface. All over this portion and over 
the western portion the dead were ex- 
posed and could be seen. These bodies 
were recovered. 

“This great pile of lumber extending 
the whole length of the city from Sixth 
street to Forty-first street has yet to re- 
veal its holdings. Here work is going on 
all the day. Squads of men ‘are tofling in 
the baking heat, drawing out the timber. 
The fires are ever burning and as bodies 
are reached they are consumed. 

“I say to you soberly: read all that has 
been written and believe all you read. It 
is all true and not the half has been to!d. 
I believe the largest figure numbering the 
dead willl fa') short, far short, of the ac- 
tual count of those who have been found 
and of those who have drifted across the 
bay into the bayous and the grass of the 
prairie and that now lie decaying under 
the piles of timber yet tintouched. An 
estimate cannot be made: no more than 
can the scenes through which I passed to- 
day be depicted. 

“Galveston has suffered more than lan- 
guage can tell. And the people? A braver 
people never lived to cover the ashes 
of the dead and to make provision for 
the living. Hearts did snap and mend 
again in that one night of bitterness. 
Men who lost between the two suns wife, 
children and home have labored since for 
the protection of those who remain and 
I have vet to hear the’first murmur. Sor- 
row and tears? Oh, yes, plenty of tears, 
but. hearts stil] strong and imparting 
strength to arm and hand. I have gone 
among the people in the homes that are 
left and the families that have no homes 
and I have marveled that men and wo- 
men could be so brave. 

“There is, ~s far as one can judge, a 
healthy feeling for the future.of the city. 
Out of ashes Phoenix rose and Galveston 
from the sea is the sentiment as far as I 
can read it. The key to the future com- 
mercial status of the city was with the 
railroads, and they have not only plied 
the key to the lock, but they have turned 
it and I believe the future of Galveston, 
and a greater Galveston is secured. 

“You can imagine our needs. In al] the 
houses destroved families lived. Nothing 
Was saved. Those who escaped the fiving 
timbers, shot through the air as from 
cannon mouth (for the wind reached 120 
miles an hour I was told by the officer 
of the government), and the strangling 
waters, bore with them no clothing. What 
they had on they got rid of as near as 
decency would allow that they might be 
less encumbered. for the task was to save 
as well as to be saved. Those who lost 
least have been generous and have shared 
what they had with those who had noth- 
ing. But these were but as five loaves for 
the many thousands without the Mas- 
ter’s multiplying blessing. 

“We need elothing of every description. 
TI believe there will be no lack when the 
generous gifts have come, for the head 
of the nation seems touched, but today 
this is one great need. Men and women 
do not wear heavy elothing here and 
cannot. but they wear clothes and what 
they had the sea and the wind needed and 
through violent force did take. But the 
papers will tell what we need and what 
the papers say here again you can be- 
lieve.”’

ALL PUPILS CAN 
SECURE SEATS 


New Grades Added and , Many 
Transfers Made Yesterday, 


THREE ROOMS 10 BE RENTED 


New Grades Will Also Be Added to 
Other Schools and Carpenters 
Will Begin Work of Fit- 
ting Them Up Im- 
mediately, 


Seats were yesterday provided for 
every applicant for space in the public 
schools of Atlanta. 

No pupil need be without a seat from 
now unti! at least January 1, 191. The 
board of education met and provided 
space for all scholars. Some of thera will 
have to walk to distant schoois, but if 
they are really in earnest about securing 
seats, they can be accommodated. 

It is not yet known whether the $1,000 
recently appropriated by councifl will meet 
the full expense of the steps taken Dy 
the board, but that body has authorized 
the superintendent and his assistant to 
rent rooms in different sections cf the 
city, ‘to provide seats for the first and 
second-year pupils, and to add anvther 
rcom to Crew street school to accomMino- 
date those applicants who are near that 
school, 

Teachers haye been engaged at, halt 
price, and will go te work with the new 
as soon as possible. Ali appl 
cants can obtain seats by applying to the 
superintendent for transfer tickets of ad- 
mission. 

Seven members of the board of educa- 
tion were present at the meeting yester- 
day afterncon, held in President Sniith’s 
office on Broad street. Messrs. Mosser, 
Pappenheimer, Smith, Mayor Woodward, 
Parks and Burns were those 
present. 

The members procecded at once to dis- 
cuss the scheol situation to arrive at 
some plan whereby the greatest numbef 
of applicants could be seated. Many 
plans were advanced, but funds were not 
sufficient to carry them out, and it is 
doubtful if the money now in the board's 
hands will be sufficient to pay the ex- 
penses as incurred by tke plan adopted. 

The superintendent and the assistant 
superintendent were instructed to trans- 
fer the applicants for space in thc first 
grades of Marietta street school, Cal- 
houn street school and Boulevard school, 
making a total of 48, in the vacant seats 
at Williams streat school, Ivy = street 
school and Edgewood avenue schoo), there 
being a total of 48 vacant seats in the 
first grades of these schools, 

The only plan whereby the applicants 
for space in the State street school first 
grade could be seatéd was to rent a room 
most convenient to all the pupils. In this 
school there are mary applicants in the 
first-year grade as well as in the second. 
To meet the emergency, the superintond- 
ent was instructed to rent two rooms, if 
necessary, and let the pupils attend until 
cther arrangements could be made. 

There are a few applicants for space in 
first-year grade at Davis street 
school. These will Le transferred to the 
new grad: just added to the Walker 
street school. 

The four applicants in Ira street school 
were transferred to the new grade re- 
cently added to the West End schvol, 

A new grade will be established at Crew 
street scheol. The workmen will be noti- 
fied early this morning, and will report 
to thé Superintendent ard receive in- 
structions to place a vacant room in tnat 
school in condition to accommodate as 
many applicants as possible. Miss Etta 
Jacobson will be in charge of the new 
grade on half a fregular first-grade 
teacher's salary. 

The applicants for space in Frasier, 
Formwalt and Bell street schools wili be 
transferred to the new grade at Crew 
street school. 

A new second-year grade will be estab- 
lished ata convenient place between 
Edgewood avenue and Boulevard schvols. 
There are 17 applicants for Sscats a: 
Rouievard school and 2 applicants for 
seats in the newly established grade. 

The six applicants for seats in the 
second-year grade at Ivy street school 
will be transferred to the second-jcar 
grade at Calhoun street school. The ap- 
plicants for seats in the second-year grade 
at Davis street school will be transferred 
to the second-year grade at Walker strect 
school. The applicants for seats in the 
West End school will algo be transferred 
to the second-year grade in the Walker 
street school. 

The second-year applicants at Ira street 
school will be ‘transferred to the second- 
year grade at Crew street school. The 
Frasier street school applicants will be 
transferred to Fair street or Crew street 
schools. The second-year applicants in 
Bell street school will be transferred to 
Fair street school. 

This will make a total of 213 first and 
second-year grade applicants who will be 
seated. and mean the establishmest of ct 
least three and probably four new grad?s 
in different sections of the city, and will 
require three or possibly four teuchcrs 
to teach them. 

As to the intermediate grades, they are 
all crowded, but in many of the schools 
there are three and sometimes as many 
as five vacant seats. All of the scholars 
can secure seats if they do not mind at- 
tending some school outside their regular 
school district. Every white pup} in the 
city can secure seata, 

This morning the work of making the 
changes directed by the board will begin. 
Superintendent Slaton ang Assistant Su- 
perintendent Landrum will confer with 
real estate dealers with a view to renting 
rooms that will meet the demands of the 
pupils. 

Carpenters will be emifoyed and begin 
fitting them up and have them tn order 
as soon as possible. The changes will 
necessarily consume several days, and it 
is expected that it will be the middle of 
next week before all of the scholars have 
secured seats. 

These arrangements will last only as 
long as this year. At the end of that time 
all of the recent appropriation will have 
been spent, and the president said he ex- 
pected much more. 

The changes were the best that could be 
made with the limited, space. Many of 
the teachers are overworked, “holding as 
many as two sessions daily in order that 
all the children may secure some benefit 
from the present term.

Premature Opening Due to Hot 
Dry Weather Responsible, 


GOOD PRICES ALSO HELPED 


Business Situation Is Irregular—Raw 
Cotton Materially Lower—Goods 
Have Advanced—Iron ani 
Steel Rather Quiet 
and Weak. 


New York, September 2!—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘The unfavorable turn given the general in- 
dustrial situation by the strike of anthracite 
coal miners and the possibility of wage dis- 
putes in the iron trade with rather less activ- 
ity in the latter industry, and some increases 
of weakness in the prices of cruder forms have 
given an appearance of irregularity to the 
general trade and business situation. _ On the 
other hand, the course of staple prices has 
teen very generally upward this week, fall 
distribution of dry zoods, clothing, hats and 
millinery has been of large volue at nearly 
ali markets; there is a decidedly better tone 
ncted in fhe boot and shoe and kindred trades, 
and the strength of cotton goods, though ap- 
parently in excess of the busiress shown by 
the raw material, has been regarded as in- 
dicative of confidence on the part of manu- 
facturers. 

‘Premature opening, due to dry, hot weather, 
is responsible for a portion of the aeavy move- 
ment of cotton te market, but back of this, of 
courte, is the desire to profit by the exceeding- 
ly good prices ruling. The rush of receipts 
has been too much for the bull znovement, how- 
ever, and the price is materially lower on the 
week. 

“Raw cotton and cotton goods have parted 
ccmpany as to prices this week. The rush of 
buyers to secure stocks has advanced print 
cleths, ginghams, bleached eloths and, in ‘act, 
neztly all classes of cottons, while material- 
ly reducing stockre in hards of commission men 
and jobbers. Most manufacturers are refus- 
ing to take orders ahead, except ‘at value’ 
based upon the cost of raw material. 

‘‘A little more’is reported doing in raw wool, 
but it is mostly to supply current needs of 
manufacturers, The spring business in men's 
weolens is still disappointing. 

‘‘Reports of damage ‘o grain in shock in the 
northwest, re-enforced by northwestern buyling 
at Chicago, furnished the key to the advance 
of nearly 2c in wheat this week, followed by 
a gain of 20c to 25c in flour and of Ic in 
corn. Some of this advance was afterward 
lost in realizi.g. Other farm products were 
higher, pork and lard advancing on better ex- 
port business, and butter and cheese on im- 
preved weather. 

‘‘Iron and steel ere rather quiet as a whole, 
and some weakness is noted in southern pig 
and steel billets at Pittsburg. Finished prod- 
ucts, however, are, as a rule, firm, and bars 
are to be advanced $1! at Chicago. Export in- 
qu ry continues good, but the high ocean rates 
render the outlook uncertain. In the mean- 
while American bars and plates are under sell- 
ing British and Scotch goods at the latter's 
rcints of production. 

“The next week will probably see final ac- 
tion taken as to the remaining wage scales, 
as to which depressing reports are current. 

‘Wheat, including flour, shipments tor the 
week aggregate 3,535,857 bushels, against 
4,620,705 bushels in the corresponding week 
of 1899. From July Ist to date, chis season, 
wheat exports are 38,519,690 bushels, against 
4 043,560 last season. 

“Corn exports for the week are 2,314,205, 
agairst 3,794,965 last year. 

‘‘Business failures for the week in the United 
States number 1/183, as against 167 last week, 
147 in this week a year ago, 182 in 1893,

Dun’s Review. 

New York, September 2).—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Heview of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“The strike in the anthracite coal region, 
which has involved about !20,000 miners, and 
protably 80,000 others, is the qvershadowing 
influence in business. This conflict disturbs 
bi siness and interferes with calculations of 
merchants over a large part of the Atlantic 
seaboard, and is realiy. the only tangible check 
to the general recovery which set in with the 
last general demand for iron and steel prod- 
ucts, 

‘‘Qutside of the anthracite industry enforced 
idleress of hands is an exception, and even 
in the Pennsylvania coal region other employers 
gladly take on thousands of muvre intelligent 
miners. 

‘‘The Doscher sugar refinery closes down on 
account of the scarcity of raw sugar, of which 
all refiners e estimated to hold only 40,000 
tons, but the Loraine Steel Company, idle three 
months, is starting its furnaces with others to 
follow. 

‘‘Hesitation incident to the presidential cam- 
paign is reflected in bank clearings, which for 
New York show 30.8 per cent, and for other 
leading cities 7.8 per cent loss from last year. 

‘“‘Wheat advanced sharply to 83c on Wednes- 
dey, helped by gloomy reports from growing 
districts and free purchases at nurthwestern 
cities. Sensational gains in price stopped for- 
e:'gn buying, which led to heavy HNeuidation 
end a reaction almost as large as the pre- 
vious movement. 

“Cotton has felt the loss of consumption, de- 
clintrg heavily both in spot quctations and 
option trading. Brighter crop news from Tex- 
as had a depressing effect. The cctton foods 
rerket for a few days continued the etrong 
movement of last week, and closed less excit- 
ed, though bare of goods at first hands. Heavy 
curtailment of produaction is still the rule. 
Stencard brown sheetings again advanced ke 
with other goods following. 

‘‘Last week's .:.mprovement in the boot and 
shoe market caused an increase in shipments 
from Boston to 74,979 cases, against 67,142 
the previous weex. Orders are confined two fall 
and winter goods. Foreign conditions are un- 
satisfactory, especially in France. 

‘‘The iron and steel products greater active- 
ity at former prices was the rule. New con- 
tracts were for moderate amounts, but a large 
order for malleable Bessemer pig iron was 
placed at Pittsburg. Reduction in stocks of 
pig iron at southern points makes the out- 
look more encouraging, and a Scotch concern 
is cnly prevented py hign ocean freight rates 
from closing a large contract for billets. The 
bresk in Scotch pig iron warrants had an in- 
ternational significance. Puddlers and bar 
rcllers are still waiting their turn for wage 
settlement.

The late recovery aid 
not, however, bring prices fully up to the open- 
ing level. Buying by afbitrage brokers when 
the market opened here was responsible for 
the advance, and the buying for London account 
was estimated at close to 20,000 shares.
